charge of murdering his wife by 
poison, in a verdict returned at 8:40 
o'clock last night by a jury in Cir 
cuit Judge Michael J. Scott’s court. 
The jury discussed the case for an 
hour and 10 minutes, taking two 
ballots, the first of which was 11 to 


j for acquittal. 

The jury foreman, Russell A. 
Turner, sewing machine company 
branch manager, of 5322 Savoy 
court, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the jurors did not believe the 
State had proved Glore to be re- 
sponsible for the death of Mrs. 
Glore, 33 years old, who died of 
strychnine poisoning at her home, 
1436 Dolman street, Feb. 3. 

He said the members were not 
willing to accept the State’s theory 


Wot the case, which was that Glore 


placed strychnine in a capsule sup- 
posed to contain a harmless medi- 
cingand left it in a bathroom cab- 
inét for his wife to swallow. The 
presence of two children in the 
house made the jurors less ready 
4o believe this. Other members said 
the State’s evidence impressed them 
as insufficient. 
Defendant Breaks Down. 

Glore, 32 years old, who was for- 
merly a maintenance helper for the 
Union Electric Co., shook hands 
with the jurors. His stolid de 
meanor during the trial was broken 
when, during the plea of his law- 
yer, Stewart D. Flanagan, he wept 
at an allusion to, the punishment 
which the jury would have to im- 
pose in case of. his conviction— 
death in the State’s gas chamber, 
or life imprisonment. 


The death penalty was not asked |. 


for, in so many words, in the argu- 
ment made to the jury by Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Frank P. Mother- 
way, The prosecutor said he would 
ask the jury, if it found that Glore 
administered the poison to his wife, 
to “punish him,” but did not specify 
the degree of punishment. He had 
said in his opening statement, be- 


, fore testimony was heard, that he 


. would ask the jury, if satisfied with 


the evidence, “to take the life of 
that man.” 

Indicating the State’s theory of 
the case, Motherway took one of 
the capsules which had been in 
the family medicine cabinet, emp- 
tied it of its contents in the jury’s 
View, and said it could be refilled 
easily with a fatal dose of strych- 
nine. He reminded the jury . of 
Glore’s experience as a former 
City Hospital employe. : 

“If'a person puts poison where 
another is likely to take it, and 
the other person does take it, and 
dies,” the prosecutor asked, “Is that 
an accidental death? Is it suicide?” 

Two Stories on Buying Poison,

farm. Glore denied this purchase 
When questioned by police, but ad- 
mitted it in court Friday, after the 
drug clerk who sold the poison had 
identified him.

Sixty-five passengers, marooned 
in. Missouri . Pacific Railroad 
coaches, surrounded by flood wa- 
ters, were removed shortly before 
noon yesterday, eight hours after 
the train was wrecked by a wash- 
out near Horine, Mo., 33 miles south 
of St. Louis, and the engineer 
drowned, The fireman was rescued 
after clinging to a tree top in flood- 
ed Joachim Creek for four hours.

Defenders Still Hold 


China Orders. General 
Conscription.

#Y SHANGHAI, June 12 (Sunday).— 
Ja forces launched today 
what their commanders announced 
was a “general attack” on Hankow, 
provisional capital of the Chinese 
Government, in the heart of China, 
585 miles up the Yangtze River 
from Shanghai. : 

The Japanese navy served notice 
of plans to use both warships and 
land forces in a combined drive on 
the capital, Central China’s great- 
est commercial city, having @ nor- 
mal population of more than 1,- 
500,000. : 

About 40 Japanese gunboats and 
transports were reported within 
250 miles of Hankow and already 
in action. The stream is navigable 
for ocean-going vessels even past 
Hankow. 

Japanese columns in the over- 
land drive now are fighting west- 
ward through Honan Province, and 
another column is approaching 
Anking, 215.miles downstream from 
Hankow. 

China prepared for defense of the 
capital with arrival there of a van- 
guard of troops from. Szechwan 
Province, in. the southwest, said 
to be the first of 100,000 new troops 
expected from Szechwan. 

General Chinese Conscription. 

Generalissmo Chiang Kai-shek 
ordered a general conscription of 
men for the Chinese army, regard- 
less of family. wealth or influence. 
The conscription law was passed 
June 17, 1933, and became effective 
March 1, 1935, but was not en- 
forced until after the present war 
started last July. and then not gen-

British, French and United States 
gunboats are the only foreign ves- 
sels now in the river: American 
gunboats are at Nanking, Kiukiang, 
Ichang and Hankow. . 

A’ Japanése naval spokesman de- 
nied Chinese reports that a Jap- 
anese warship had been sunk by 
Chinese planes at Kweichih, within 
30 miles of Anking. He admitted 
four Chinese warplanes did appear 
over the Japanese vessels, but said 
they Alid no damage.

Exemptions and Child Labor. 

Exempt from the bill would be

A witness who did not testify at 
the inquest held Friday night told 
army officers today that he ob- 
served what appeared to be a ban- 
ner streaming from one wing just 
before the bomber crashed. The 
witness said he saw no fire but that 
his attention was attracted by the 
noise of the motors and the object 
streaming from one wing.

Wants Simple Report. 

The President has said that the 

commission will bring back a re- 
port written in words of one sylla- 
ble, so simple that no one in the 
future will have any excuse for mis- 
understanding or misinterpreting 
the British situation. He said this 
at the same time that he denied 
the commission’s study would be 
used as a basis for amending the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act. Such 
a report had been circulated prior 
to announcement of the study. 
_ Why it is necessary to go to the 
expense of sending a commission ‘s 
not evident, since the facts about 
the British law and the status cf 
trade unions under the law are 
clear enough. Perhaps it is because 
the President wants to present 
those facts under the sponsorship 
of names—big industrialists—whose 
word will be unquestioned. 

The whole system of - collective 
bargaining in Great EPEritain is on 
& completely voluntary basis, and 
the restrictions put upon trade 
union activity by the Trade Dis- 
putes Act of 1927 are very limited. 
It is this act, adopted after the 
general strike of 1926, that is the 
basis of most of the wishful think- 
ing about what Great Britain has 
done to curb the trade unions, 

The 1927 act was passed at a 
time when public opinion was still 
excited over the general strike. Bit- 
terly opposed by organized labor, it 
would undoubtedly be repealed if 
the Labor party should come into 
power with a clear majority. The 
act does not touch upon the arbi- 
tration of disputes in industry at 
all ; 

The 1927 law does not, as is some- 
times asserted, outlaw sympathetic 
strikes as such. A sympathetic 


strike is illegal‘ only when it is not. 
in furtherance of a dispute in the | 


industry involved and is intended 
to coerce the Government, either 
directly or indirectly, through caus- 
ing serious inconvenience or dis- 
tress to the public at large, So-far 
as the record shows, no strike has 
been declared illegal in the 11 years 
that ‘the law has been on the 
Statute books. It has been argued 
in England that it would outlaw 
the general strike, but there has

damages. 

The Attorney-General can ap- 
ply to court for an order prevent- 
ing a trade union from spending 
money in order to support a 
strike that may be considered il- 
legal. 

Then there is the provision that 
has worked the greatest hardship 
on organized labor. It makes il- 
legal the practice of blanketing the 
membership of a trade union into 
. political party on a majority 
vote of the union members. Before 
it was outlawed in 1927 this prac- 
tice worked to the great advan- 
tage of the Labor party, and it is 
easy to see why. A majority in 
a union with a large membership 
would vote to affiliate with the 
Labor party and automaticglly the 
party’s membership would be in- 
creased by the total membership 
of the union. Through this method 
it was very easy to collect party 
dues and accumulate a war chest 
of sizable proportions, rivaling that 
of the Conservatives with men of 
wealth to call upon for campaign 
contributions. 

Drop in Members. 

There was a sharp drop in Labor 
party membership after passage of 
the Trade Disputes Act. Today un- 
der this act it is necessary for each 
individual to certify his own mem- 
bership in a political party inde- 
pendently of any action that may 
be taken by the union. The party 
has never entirely recovered from 
the effects of this restriction. It 


is one of the reasons why the La-’' 


borites have never been returned 
to power with a clear majority. 

It is sometimes asserted in this 
country that trade unions in Great 
Britain are incorporated as private 
companies are and that therefpre 
they can be sued. The truth is 
almost the exact opposite of this. 

A determined effort was made 
toward the end of the last cen- 
tury to get big damages against 
the unions through suits in the 
courts. The high point of this ef- 
fort was the famous Taff Vale 
judgment handed down in 1901. 
This judgment held that, since in- 
dividual union members could be 
sued, they could therefore be sued 
collectively in a trade union. At 
that time, and the same thing is 
true today, unions could volun- 
tarily register with the Registrar 
of Friendly Societies. But this did 
not, it had been generally thought 
up to the time of the Taff ‘Vale 
judgment, make them  lIiable to 
damage suits as private companies 
are. 
What Law Says. 

Long agitation preceded the pas- 
sage of the Trade Disputes Act of 
‘1906, which definitely freed unions 
from the liability to be sued for 
wrongful acts committed by them 
or on their behalf. This is the 
unmistakable language of the 1906 
act:

More Than Half of Year's 
Revenue of Jacksonville, Fla., 
to Come From Public Utilities 
Publicly Qwned.and Operated.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 11. 
HE Municipal budget for 1938 for this city 
T-: 147,000, one of the two largest cities 
in Florida, is $4,948,276. It is estimated 
that more than half of this amount or about 
$2,550,000 will be paid into the city treasury 
by municipally owned utilities. 
The city operates its own electric power 
plant, its water plant, municipal docks, and 
radio station. After 43 years of operation the 


jcity government utilizes the light plant as its 


principal source of revenue. Its contribution 
toward the 1938 city expenditures. has been 
fixed -at $2,077,000. It is anticipated that 
about $267,000 will be derived from the water 
works, $106,000 from the docks and about 
$100,000 fromthe radio station, 


City Gets Money Private 


Utilities Would Keep Otherwise. 


Approximately $1,407,000 of the funds ob- 
tained from municipal utilities will be used to 
reduce the city’s bonded indebtedness, amount- 
ing to about $12,000,000. The city has no def- 
icit. Its actual operating expenses for the year 
are expected to be about $3,541,000. The util- 
ities are operated on a pay-as-you-go basis. 
The city authorities, when asked.about the

which was trying to help bring 
order out of the. revolutionary 
chaos, then was moved to’ London 
to act as liaison officer, was sent 
back to observe—this was during 
the first six months of 1918—and 
finally was recalled and told that: 
he was to work in the Intelligence 
Service. | 

Goes Back to Russia. 

“Spying” was not to his liking, 
but his desire to go back to Russia 
was strong and he accepted the 
commission, went immediately to 
Finland, then swarming with ref- 
ugees, “Whites” and plotters of all 
kinds. There he met a man named 
Meinikov, who lived only to avenge 
himself on the Bolsheviki for shoot- 


the name and address of some Fin- 
nish peasants near the border who 
would, for a consideration, smuggle 
him across, got from them a “cer- 
tificate of identification,” which 
boldly put him in the service of 
the Cheka itself, and crossed the 
little border river in the dead of a 
cold night. He was chased by 
guards, escaped and finally made 
his way by train to St. Petersburg 
garbed as a Russian peasant. 

Here he was in a familiar en- 
vironment in which, however, every- 
thing was changed. It would not 
do for him to make himself known 
to previous friends; his only re- 
course was to find new, ones. Half 
of the people he met were either 
spies, like himself, or conspirators 
of one sort or another, Yearning 
of a restaurant which still had food, 
he’d make it headquarters only to 
find it had been raided.the next 
time he came. Even lodgings were 
difficult to find because it was im- 
portant that he keep his identity 
as uncertain ag possible, and in 
those days every one was suspic- 
ious of every one else. 

Escapes at Kronstadt. 

But Dukes—now Joseph Ilitch 
Afirenko, Ukrainian, agent of the 
Cheka—must have been an engag- 
ing fellow; He managed to find 
friends. and supporters in every 
walk of life. People told him what 
he wanted to know, sonietimés 
for pay, sometimes out of hatred 
of the Bolsheviki, sometimes, ap- 
parently, simply because they liked 
him. Couriers worked for him will- 
ingly, taking incredible -risks. He 
himself started back to Finland 
on one occasion in a sleigh driven 
across the ice of the Gulf of Fin- 
land from a point just beyond St. 
Petersburg, picked up by the search- 
lights from the fort at Kronstadt, 
he abandoned the sleigh, crouched 
on the black ice until pursuit ceased 
and then walked and crawled the 
remaining miles until he was safely 
in—or above—Finnish waters.

Sleeps in Tomb. 

For a long time there seemed te 
be little chance that he could dig- 
entangle himself from the web inte 
which he had got. The Bolsheviki 
knew he was living among them 
and weré constantly on the looke 
out. He had to change his resie 
dence frequently, Once he slept 
for three nights in an open tomb in 
a cemetery. His friends (most of 
them were engaged in plots of one 
sort or another and were constant- 
ly being searched, arrested, ques- 
tiond and even shot) were fearful 
for him and of him. The British, 
knowing that the time must soon 
come when he would have to leave, 
worked out an elaborate plan for 
bringing him out of the country, 
A Capt. Agar—rather a celebrated 
man—had invented a speedboat 
which carried one torpedo. A skiff 
was substituted for the torpedo and 
Agar, in his fast boat, ran the 
gantlet of forts at the entrance of 
St. Petersburg harbor and dropped 
off a courier in the skiff... But 
though Agar ran the gantlet sev- 
eral times, once sinking a Russian 
warship with a torpédo, he and 
Dukes were never able to establish 
a connection. The speedboat was 
finally wrecked and Dukes, with ne 
further hope of communication, 
had to flee as best he could. Here 
again he was helped by his disloyal 
commander and finally managed to 
make not the Finnish but the Lat. 


vian border. In London he was ree 
garded as a hero and received by 


the King himself. 

It is a strange and disturbing 
story.* “The man who wrote it is 
clearly of high sensibility, courage 
and understanding. It does not ap- 
pear that he acted the part of @ 
provocateur, or that he deliberate- 
ly double-crossed any of those with 
whom he dealt, or that he made 
any active effort to overthrow the 
regime. The Cheka credited him 
with all sorts of diableries, includ- 
ing inciting the army to revolt and

His judgments 
of the factions in Russia are not 
those of a prejudiced man, nor of 
an unprincipled or unsympathetie 
one.

\ The control over’ cosmetics alone is an impor- 
tant feature. ‘When the original act was passed, 
few: beauty preparations were on the market; today, 
they constitute a- business with $300,000,000 annual 
volumé, Because cosmetics were not mentioned in 
the 1906 law, the Government has had no way of 
taking dangerous or worthless products off the 
market, or punishing their manufacturers. 

Numerous other defects in the old law are reme- 
died in the measure. Its requirement of tests be- 
fore new drugs are placed on the market is aimed 
against repetitiona of last year’s elixir sulfanilamide 
tragedy, when 73 or more persons lost their lives 
after using a new and untested mixture of a valuable 
drug, sulfanilamide, with a poisonous medium: No law 
existed to prevent the sale of this product, and the 
Government could take no.action against the manu- 
facturer, except on the minor charge of mislabeling. 

The old law required the Gavernment in its prose- 
cutions to prove intent to defraud. The new bill 
removes this serious handicap by setting up penal- 
ties for false claims, whether or not fraudulent in- 
tent enters. Another forward step ds in increasing 
the penalties for violations in all categories. Pre- 
viously, the penalties had been so mild as to con- 
stitute a virtual license fee which unscrupulous man- 
ufacturers were glad to pay while continuing -to 
‘profit by their deceptions. . 

Another important advance is the provision. au- 
thorizing creation of standards and definitions for 
foodstuffs. At present, in a majority of -classifica- 
tions, the requirements for legally salable products 
have been extremely vague. The Government has 
had to demonstrate in each case why the goods 
seized were alleged to be harmful. Definite stand- 
ards will simplify the whole matter of safeguarding 
the nation’s food supply, and will assure consuniers 
as to the quality of their purchases. 2 

The fight for proper protection of consumers 
against unwholesome foods and dangerous drugs 

s heen long and bitter. Bills of this sort were 
rejected regularly in Congress for years as the 
work of cranks and as unwarranted invasions of 
states’ rights. Dr. Wiley’s study of adultération of 
food and drugs; aided by his famous “poison squad’ 
—young employes who voluntéered for tests of sus- 
pected products—brought the situation into the spot- 
light. Then came a series of “muckraking” maga- 
zine articles and books, notably Upton Sinclair’s 
masterpiece, “The Jungle,” which exposed revolting 
and. insanitary conditions in meat-packing. Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt took a vigorous hand in the 
fight, and the original health measure came into 
effect. . 

This brought about sweeping reforms, but tech- 
nical progress and the discovery of loopholes by 
the chiseling minority long ago made the law in- 
effective. The present revision is the result of 
long study, protracted debate, weeks of hearings. 
Some of the bills presented in the five-year fight 
were too drastic for practical application, and their 
provisions have been displaced by moderate yet 
effective requirements. 

It has been a fight that affected the welfare of 
every American, and thousands of citizens, through 
organizations and individually, played an enlight- 
ened role in helping shape the legislation. Hon- 
est business, victimized like the public by the oper- 
ation.of swindlers and quacks, also came to: the 
front for a modernized code. :

It is. concedediy none of America’s business if 
the British let Franco and his German and Italian 
allies get away with murder in the Mediterranean, 
in violation of all of the principles of international 
law, but certainly the situation cannot go unre- 
marked.

Great Britain, for the first time, one supposes, since 
the defeat of the Spanish Armada in the sixteenth

Dr..Chevalier Jackson of Philadelphia, who has 
saved thousands of lives with his skillful use of 
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the bronchoscope, is retiring from active practice. | 
For many years, patients throughout the country, 
in various stages of strangulation because of for- 
eign objects in the lungs.or bronchial tubes, have 
been rushed to Philadelphia to be operated on by 
Dr. Jackson. One of his most celebrated cases was 
that of a six-month-old baby who had swallowed 
four open safety pins. tied together by a piece of 
Neatly closing each pin with the aid of a 
bronchoscope, Dr. Jackson removed them all with- | 
out harm to the child. Now 73 years old, the beloved 
physician plans to devote the remainder of his 
career to lecturing and writing on accident preven- 
tion. He will have a large and appreciative audience 
wherever he xoes.

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THE NEGROES’ NEW TECHNIQUE. 

The Negroes have discovered the power of mass 
economic,’pressure and are using it in various skill- 
ful ways to obtain what they feel is due them. 
The story was told recently by Stanley High in the 
Saturday Evening Post. 

In St. Louis, 45 “Black Belt blocks have beer 
organized by the Urban League into units, each unit 
containing 50 to 100 per cent of the residents of the 
block. When a chain store doing business with Ne- 
groes refused to employ Negro help, the block units 
went into action with a boycott which accomplished 
their purpose. When a milk company refused to 
employ Negro drivers to serve Black Belt routes, 
the Urban League went to a competitor and got 
six Negro drivers employed. The competitor’s sales 
soared 40 per cent. The original company capitu- 
lated. \ 

Similar pressure’ techniques prevented the dis- 
charge of Negro coal truck drivers, brought about 
employment of Negro salesmen for bakeries, Negro 
girls in a 6-and-10 cent store, Negro motion pic- 
ture operators. 

Even more ingenious is the campaign to be started 
in Harlem against the public utilities. Unless they 
agree to give Negroes their share of jobs, the util- 
ities will have to deal with the Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee of Employed, backed by 178 Negro organi- 
zations, In the case of the telephone company, it is 
planned, as a last resort, to refuse to use the dial 
method of ’phoning, but to dial. the operator instead, 
meaning that Harlem’s operators will suddenly have 
to cope with a 70. pér cent increase fh work. In 
the case of the electric company, Negroes will de- 
mand simultaneous inspection of meters, refusing to 
pay bills until it is done... Another plan, in case 
of recalcitrance, is to arrange for simultaneous pay- 
ment—the same hour, same day—of all gas and 
electrical bills, withsconsequent clerical confusion. 
Another project is to have a lightlesgs day each 
week, using candles instead of electricity. 

Here is an important and significant movement, 
almost certain to spread and almost certain to bring 
results. So far, the movement has been distinguished 
by its fairness and intelligence. The Negroes have 
asked only for what they think their expenditures 
entitle them to in the way of employment, and they 
have gone about getting it quietly and without vio- 
lence. If they continue to observe this restraint, 
they will undoubtedly make tremendous strides. for

ness, with the backing of the courts, 

proceeded on certain basic assumptions 
with regard to its rights or privileges. The 
essential principle of those assumptions was 
the principle of a limited government, be- 
yond the limits of which the citizen was 
free to conduct his affairs. There resulted 
a kind of division of labor. 

Government was supposed to be -con- 
cerned with policemanship, to protect the 
rights of man from encroachment. The citi- 
zen, on the other hand, was left to concern 
himself with the operations of free capital 
ism and the world of the dollar. The citi- 
zen’s function in the economy was primarily 
the earning of the dollar, the investment of 
the dollar and the distribution of the dollar. 
And this key assumption can scarcely be 
over-emphasized. The exclusion of govern- 
ment from business by a kind of mutual 
agreement was a basic factor in the Amer- 
ican expansion and was one of the reasons 
why the elder Morgan—for instance—did 
not think it safe to sell America short. 

But there has been in the United States 
a nation-wide shift in the concept of the 
state and its proper relationship to private 
enterprise. This shift has been going on 
for a long time. Government became more 
and more preoccupied with economics. The 
trend.is of-long duration and has nothing 
to do with the New Deal as such. The 
New Deal simply carried it to an extreme 
that no previous administration would havs 
dared to attempt.

F OR a century and a half, American busi- 


nomics. It has assumed control of capitalism . 


to be among the chief functions of govern- 
ment, It does emphatically concern itself 
with the world of the dollar, the investment 
of the dollar and the distribution of the 
dollar.

grandfathers thought of limitation. The. 


New Deal's state is a state that has become 
‘economically’ involved in almost. everything 
that its citizens do.

, In operating the capitalist economy, Amer- 
ican business has consistently misappropri- 
ated the principles of democracy.: American 
business has made use of those principles to 
its own enormous profit, but it has failed 
entirely to grasp the social implications of 


its profit-making. As representing the cap- . 


italist economy, business has an obligation 
to build a workable economic system. But 
by 1982 it was evident that it had failed 


. to do this. 


It had failed, and it has since failed, to 


provide for approximately one-third of the 


American people. It has failed to provide 
these people with work, and hence failed 
to provide them with a livelihood, to say 
nothing of democratic opportunity. And in 
so failing, it has created a class of persons 
for whom income and sustenance are more 
immediately important than the preservation 
of those political assumptions upon which 
business grew to power, — 


| Bo, in the breakdown of the economics of

free capitalism, business is confronted with 


-g@ realistic political fact: namely, that a 


majority of the American people, with the 
penniless third as a nucleus, are beginning 
to measure the Virtue of their Government 


' mainly in terms of the guarantees it makes 


concerning their income. The further po- 
litical fact is that this bloc of citizens pos- 
gesses more votes than any other single 
bloc, not excepting the far less solid South. 
‘These votes are economic votes—dollar votes. 
And business has delivered them into gov- 
ernment’s hands. 

The failure of the marriage between free 
capitalism and political democracy has not 
been a failure in the principle of private en- 
terprise, on the one hand, or the demo- 
eratic principle on the other. These are still 
intact. What failed was the doctrine of 
laissez-faire, which made the fundamental 
assumption that the economic system was 
not the concern of government.

As a marriage bond between a compli- 
cated political system and an intricate eco- 
nomic system, this doctrine proved inade- 
quate, It was put forward by the early 
theorists.in the belief that the sum total of 
the economic forces acting upon capital 
would cause capital to work for the good 


of the greatest number. And so long as the — 


economy was expanding, laissez-faire did 
in fact accomplish this result: But with 
the advance of industrialism the automatic 
controls of the laissez-faire system, for rea- 
gongs too complicated to enumerate here, 
become less effective. 

Indeed, today, the controls appear to op- 
erate sometimes in reverse. Today, although 
there ig scarcity on every hand, modern in- 
dustry limits its production, and’ a 
demand is slight, it raises or maintains its 
,boomtime pricés. The results are half-speed 
operations and masses of unemployed. 

Whether the present situation is perma- 
nent or temporary is beside the point. Every 
business man who is not kidding himself 
knows that he does not know how to guar- 
antee, without Government intervention, the 
markets with which alone his free, competi- 
tive capitalism can function. Every busi- 
ness man who is not kidding himself knows, 
that, if left to its own devices, business 
would sooner or later run headlong into an- 
other 1930. And every business man who 
is not kidding himself ought to know that 
as long as these things are so, the electorate 
will force government into his affairs. It is 
neither possible nor desirable for a demo- 
cratic government to sit by while a third 
of its citizens starve and almost as many 
more fear for their jobs.

HE State Department is said to be grog- 

gy with a recent suggestion that the 
United States sell Mexico $250,000,000 worth 
of the four-billion-dollar total of British 
I O U's that we now hold.

This 
would be a “solution” along the lines of 
Communism, effected at the expense of pr 
vate entarprise. 

Or again, if the system is allowed to work 
badly enough for long enough, it is concelv- 
able that the people will tire, not of cap!

1—Former Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden gave warning tonight 
that concessions to dictators “are 
not the way to peace” and demand- 
ed that the British Government 
take a “qlear stand” against them. 
In contrast to his vigorous de- 
gunciation of Premier Neville 
Chamberlain’s policies in general, 
Eden praised Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull’s plea of June 3 in 
Neshville, Tenn. for “a strong 
gnited public opinion” to support 
“world order based on law.” 

“Every word of it is deserving 


of the closest study by all of us,” 
the former official declared. 
In an address before his con- 
stituents, Eden made his most ener- 
attack on the Chamberlain 
Government since he left the Cab- 
inet Feb. 20 in protest against its 
way of dealing with Italy and Ger- 


~ warning that the Gov- 
ernment was “under grave delusion” 
if it thought it could reach Euro- 
pean appeasement “by a policy of 
concession to violence.” 

Realism and Defeatism. 

The word “realism,” one of Pre- 
mier Chamberlain’s favorites, he 
continued, might “become indis- 
tinguishable from defeatism—if so, 
we should then merely be retiring 
in good order from position to po- 
sition until the battle is lost.” 

He expressed concern over the 
bombing of British ships and open 
towns in Spain by saying: “This 
country desires to be on terms of 
friendship with every foreign coun- 
try whatever its political creed. But 
the disregard of engagements, the 
merciless bombing of open towns, 
and the deliberate sinking of Brit- 
ish merchant ships—with the beat 
will in the world, how can these 
things be foundations upon which 
true friendship with this country 
can be laid?”

cal considerations rates to home 
owners has been noticeable during 
the last three years. Under Fior- 
ida law, homesteads up to a valu- 
ation of $5000 are exempt from 
taxation to cover municipal oper- 
ating expenses but may be taxed 
to meet bond issues. By ‘employ- 
ing profits of municipally-owned 
utilities to retirement of the city’s 
bonded debt the politicians are en- 
abled to raise revenue’ without the 
politically inexpedient necessity o* 
increasing taxes. 

“There would be hell to pay,” 
said Valz, the Commissioner of Fi- 
nance, “if we didn’t have the elec- 
tric plant to fall back on to raise 
revenue, But it’s all legitimate. Our 
electric rates are lower, our tax 
rates are kept down, why should 
anyone kick?” 

Contributions of the electric pow- 
er plant to the general fund—much 
of it allocated to the retirement of 
bonds—have totaled more than $16,- 
000,000 since 1919. Previously, it 
was explained, it was necessary to 
use income, when electricity was 
coming into its own in this area, 
to pay operating expenses. 

Last year it paid in to the gen- 
eral city fund $1,725,563.50. Its net 
earnings’ were $2,016,897.96. The dif- 
ference, according to Ernest An- 
ders, Commissioner of Public  Utili- 
ties for nine years, was devoted to 
maintenance and financing of ex- 
tension lines. Service to adjoining 
communities is rated higher than 
local use. 


Since 1931 the electric plant’s 
contribution to the city’s budget has 
ranged around $1,500,000 a year— 
about half the normal operating ex- 
pense of this community. 

In that year and in 1932 it ten- 
dered annually $1,275,000 out of net 
profits;‘the next year, $1,820,568. In 
1934 it was $1,580,000.¢ The next 
year it was $1,204,000, in 1936 it 
was $1,514,075.50, and in 1937 it was 
$1,725,563.50. 

Any City Can Do the Same. 

Appreciating the fact that elec- 
tric rates could be cut without det- 
riment to the operating costs of 
the plant, Anders observed: 


“Regardless of political consider- 
ations the money is going back to 
the people. We have consistently 
improved service and met an in- 
creasing public demand. 

“Any community can do the same 
thing. The seize makes no differ- 
ence. The principle is the same. 
We regard public . ownership of 
utilities as an integral factor in our 
city government. We operate on 
the pay as you go basis. Rate re-' 
ductions are made whenever gen- 
eral city revenue will permit. | 

“We feel that we give efficient

leged “that the small consumer— 


er who benefit by long daylight 
hours in this climate—was neg- 
lected.

The viewpoint of the average 
consumer as expressed repeatedly 
appears to be that the plant is giv- 
ing efficient service at reasonable 
rates. The man who pays the bills 
is aware that rates might be re- 
duced, but would rather his 
money go into the city treasury 
than pay a high direct tax levy. 

The current city tax rate is 17 
milis on each $1000 of assessed val- 
uation on income-producing prop- 
erty. Assessments are low, usually 
about 30 per cent*of actual val- 
uation. General licenses, including 
liquor store permits, bring in about 
$250,000 a year. 

Tampa Wants to Try System. 

A proposal to introduce mu- 
nicipal ownership in Tampa was 
set forth recently. by C. C. Watson, 
a member of the City Council there. 
In a large advertisement, addressed 
to an open forum instituted by the 
Chamber of Commerce, he detailed 
the financia] status of the city, as- 


serted tax reductions were necessary | ing 


and suggested that the city derive 
revenue by operating its own plant.. 
Presenting the Jacksonville opera- 
tion as an example he urged that 
the city purchase the private util- 
ity now operating there. 

“Give the average people of this 
community the benefit of feduced 
rates ranging from approximately 
20 to 50 per cent,” Watson said, 
“and at the same time provide ad- 
ditional revenue from profits which 
will still accrue to such a munici- 
pally ‘owned plant, so that fi- 
cient revenue will be placed In the 
city’s general fund practically to 
pay the operating expenses of our 
city government in Tampa, as is 
being done in JacksonVille.” 

Watson stated that the city could 
pay “what would certainly be an 
exorbitant price of ten million dol- 
lars” to the Tampa Electric Co. for 
its plant and still make money. He 
suggested ‘that it could. borrow the 
money, pay as much as 5 per cent. 
interest under an amortization 
plan, and pay for it out of revenue 
besides making enough to reduce 
city taxes “by at least 50 per 
cent.” 


SWEDEN AND FINLAND TO SEND 
PARTY TO CELEBRATION IK U. S. 


Crown Prince and Foreign Minister 
Coming for 300th Anniversary 
of Colonization. 

WASHINGTON, June 11. — The 
Swedish and Finnish Governments 
have accepted President Roose- 
velt’s invitation to take part in the 
celebration of the 300th anniversary 
of the first permanent settlements 
in America by Swedes and Finns. 
The State Department announced 
today that the Crown Prince of 
Sweden and Finland’s Foreign Min- 
ister would head the delegations 
to the country. 

They are to arrive at Wilming- 
ton, Del., on June 27 for dedication 
of a monument presented by 
Sweden and erected on the site 
of the first landing place of the 
colonists in the Delaware River 
Valley in 1638. The monument was 
designed by the Swedish sculptor 
Carl Milles. 

From Wilmington the party will 
proceed to Philadelphia for a two- 
day stay. There a park will be 
opened on Tinicum Island in the 
Delaware River, named for Gov- 
Printz, first Governor of tne col- 
onists, whose capital was on the 
island. 


Also, a monument presented by 
Finland will be dedicated at Ches- 


ter, Pa., on the site of another 
early settlement in which the Finns 
played a large part. It is the work 
of the Finnish sculptor, Vaino 
Aaltonen.

The ministry employs, however, @ 
staff of expert concilietion officers 
stationed at six of the principal in- 
dustrial centers in Britain. It is 
the duty of these officers to keep 
constantly informed of the status 
of relations between employers and 
employes in their respective areas 
and to inform the ministry when 
a major dispute is threatening. 

The services of these conciliators 
are at the disposal of both' sides for 
the settlement of disputes, for the 
prevention of threatened conflicts 
and for improvement of the joint 
negotiating machinery set up in the 
industry on a voluntary basis. When. 
a& wage agreement is about to ex- 
pire, the-~joint negotiating commit- 
tee begins to function toward the 
working out of : new one. 

Industrial Court’s Work. 

But if the efforts of these vol- 
untary committees fail, then the 
digpute may go to any one of sev- 
eral forms of arbitration: In 1919 


a law was passed establishing the | 


industrial court which is made up 
of one member representing em- 
ployers, one member representirig 
employes and a president who is 
from neither side. Both sides in 
a wage dispute may agree to sub- 
mit the issue to this court and aft- 
er hearings, which may be fairly 
extended, the court hands down its 
ruling. Under the law neither side 
is compelled’ to accept the court's 
decision. Nevertheless the pressure 
of public opinion is a very great 
factor and both sides having agreed 
to submit to arbitration, it is almost 
inevitable that they abide by the 
findings of the court. 

' If neither side cares to submit 
the dispute to the industrial court, 
then the law provides that a spe- 
cial board of arbitration may be set 


Ministry of Labor. Usually these 
special boards are comprised of an 
equal number of employer and em- 
ploye representatives, with an in- 
dependent chairman. “It is the 
practice of the minister to consid- 
er the wishes of the parties with 
regard to the selection of repre- 
sentative members to serve on a 
board,” says a bulletin of the Min- 
istry of Labor. 

In still other instances the min- 
ister may name a single arbitra- 
tor who is empowered to sit with 
“assessors” named ‘by éach side.

After 1918 cheap cotton goods 
from Japan began ‘to flood the 
world market, undermining the 
domination England had so long 
enjoyed in this field. In Lanca- 
shire many cotton mills were closed. 
Mills that had been in operation 
for 80 or 100 years could not meet 
the new competition. 


Cause of Cotton Act. 

Not infrequently the mill owner, 
perhaps the single large employer 
in the town, called the representa- 
tives of the union local together to 
tell them that he would be com- 
pelléd to close the plant unless they 
would accept a wage lower than 
the umion scale. He had no hesi- 
tancy in opening his books to them 
since they substantiated in detail 
his statement. Faced with the 
‘choice ‘of no employment or em- 
ployment at a lower wage, the 
workers time and again chose the 
latter. The whole industry was 
rapidly being demoralized. At this 
point leaders on both sides appealed 
to the Government and the result 
was the Cotton Act of 1934, setting 
up minimum wages and providing 
fines for failure to pay the mini- 
mum scale. 


There are 
Britain when a majority of em- 
ployers in an industry have delib- 
erately invited unionization. They 
felt that it would make for orderly 
collective bargaining and a uni- 
form, wage scale which would pre 
vent unfair competition. Experi- 
ence has shown that a kind of de- 
moralization is likely to prevail in 
trades which are unionized oniy 
in part or where no union has ever 
got a hold.

WE FARM FOR A HOBBY AND MAKE IT 
PAY. By Henry Tetiow. (William Mor- 
row G Co., New York.) 


N the dusty mental pigeonholes 
where urban workers allow cob- 
bs to obscure their day-dreams 
will be found many a wishful thought 
for a little farm off the main road 
where they can measure time and 
life by the seasons rather than by 
paydays; where they may exchange 
a few material and social advan- 
tages for that greatest of all spir- 
{tual blessings, security. Hconomic 
systems may rise and fall, but there 
is always the good earth, and na- 
ture is less erratic than mankind. 
Something of that sort was in 
the mind of Henry Tetlow when, in 
1982, he considered what he could 
do “to hedge against the economic 
and social disaster that appeared 
about to engulf the nation.” So he 
moved his wife and two children to 
a farm. It was a real farm, even 
though his primary aim was to pro- 
duce as much as could be consumed 
at home and no more. And it out- 
grew its original purpose, for soon 
there was more than enough for 
home consumption, and part-time 
farming, instead of being a luxury, 
became a profitable enterprise.

How it was done Tetlow tells very 
comprehensibly in his book. He be- 
littles the idea that a farm entails 
a heavy investment, that farming 
must be drudgery. He gives sound, 

cal advice on operating a 
farm, on keeping comparison rec- 
ords of seeds, crops, methods, to 
assure best results. He tells how to 
butcher and cure pork, how to can 
produce, and discusses intensive 
market gardening. In short, he has 
written a handbook on practical, 
profitable farming. It should prove 
valuable to those courageous ones 
who dare, for the sake of freedom, 
to cut the strings that bind them 
to pay envelopes. It should also be 
of absorbing interest to those who 
prefer known to unknown dangers, 
and tili the soil vicariously of eve- 
nings in armchairs. —o.

The Complete Story

THE ROYAL CANADIAN MOUNTED PO- 
LICE. By R. C. Fetherstonhaugh. (Car- 
rick G Evans, New York.) 


EYOND doubt, the Royal Cana- 
B dian Mounted Police is the most 

celebrated organization of its 
kind in the world. In the past, 
however, its fame has depended 
more upon the imaginative efforts 
of movie producers and novelists 
than upon any widespread knowl- 
edge as to the daily activities and 
achievements of the force. Mr. 
Fetherstonhaugh, therefore, has un- 
dertaken to close this gap between 
fact and fancy with an authorita- 
tive historical account of the organ- 
ization. 


Drawing his material from offi- 
cial files and from the personal 
memoirs of officers, the author 
traces the force’s development 
from a body of 150 men in 1873 to 
the powerful organization of today, 
which numbers well over 2000 mem- 
bers. In the early days, duties were 
confined largely to the scattered 
outposts of civilization and to the 
vast reaches of the Canadian 
Northwest. Today, the whole, Do- 
minion is covered by the activities 
of the scarlet-coated men. From 
the first big assignment of bring- 
ing the Queen’s law to the white 
traders and Indians of the prairies 
and to the Eskimos of the Far 
North, police work has steadily

Intimate Letters 
Of a Composer 


PUCCINI AMONG FRIENDS. By Vincent 
Seligman. (The Macmillan Co., New 
’ York.) 


HEN Vincent Seligman’s 

mother died two years ago, 

there were found among her 
papers some 700 letters from the 
famous composer of “Madame But- 
terfly” and “La Boheme,” written 
during the last 20 years of his life. 
In the spirit of a memorial to his 
mother, Mr, Seligman now pub- 
lishes about 300 of these letters, 
adding sufficient biographical ma- 
terial about Puccini to bridge the 
gaps between.them. The letters— 
casual and with no striving for ef- 
fect—are a memorial any woman 
might be proud to have; for, frag- 
mentary as they are, they create 
a picture of their recipient as a 
woman of unusual charm, talent, 
and beauty, beloved and relied on 
by all her friends, among whom, be- 
sides Giacomo Puccini, were includ- 
ed Caruso and Tosti and many 
others of those famous in the mu-

As an addition to Puccini litera- 
ture, the book means very little. 
The letters themselves are, for the 
most part, of little interest and of 
no literary value. There is nothing 
more regarding the events of the 
composer's life than has already 
been published in the biographies 
by Richard Specht and Wakefield 
Dry, though Mr. Seligman. does, in 
one or two instances, attempt a 
slightly different interpretation of 
Puccini’s personality from that of 
the earlier biographies. As for the 
portrait of the composer revealed 
by the letters themselves, it is, of 
course, essentially the same as that 
created in the volume of letters 
edited by Adami, one of Puccini’s 
librettists.

CO-OPERATION OR COERCION? By L. PB, 
Jacks. (E, P. Dutton & Co., New York.) 


OW that events have shown the 
League of Nations ' incapable of 
maintaining peace and security 
for its members, plans for its re 
formation come into prominence, 
One such plan, based on voluntary 
economic co-operation among the 
nations, is offered here by L. P, 
Jacks, retired principal and profes- 
sor of philosophy at Manchester 
College, Oxford.

In Dr. Jacks’ view, the League 
has failed because it relied on 
coercion, military and economic, as 
@ means of preserving peace. Na- 
tions may agree solemnly to this 
policy in normal times, he says, but 
when a crisis develops, co-operation 
falls short, and the government 
against which sanctions are directed 
is sure to resist them vigorously, 
Just as armed alliances are hope 
less aS a means to durable peace, 
he says, so a League depending on 
coercion igs also hopeless. 
| The writer develops the case 
against collective security in cogent 
and brilliantly written fashion. He 
builds up, indeed, probably as 
strong a case against it as can be 
made. The viewpoint in the first 
section of his book, headed “Criti- 
cism,” is so realistic that the reader 
has high hopes in beginning the 
second section, entitled “Construce 
tive,” Unfortunately, on getting 
around to his proposed solution, Dr. 
Jacks abandons realism in favor 
of Utopian idealism. 


The League of the future, he says, 
must abandon anything resembling 
compulsion and “depend simply and 
solely on the good faith of its mem- 
bers” if it is to succeed. If the 
League announced that it was re 
solved to pursue its mission un- 
armed, “it would be a service of 
incalculable value to the cause of 
peace.” The poisonous atmosphere 
surrounding it would begin to dis 
perse, the United States would be 
come a member, the hopes of mai- 
kind would revive. 

The means of putting this 
principle into practice is a vague 
scheme for an arms reduction 
agreement, after which the nations 
would deposit in a common fund the 
millions they save on armaments.

‘ Rise in Index. 

The Associated Press weighted 
index of 35 important wholesale 
spot prices rose to 64.80 per cent of 
the 1926 average from .

The 
latest figure, adjusted for cost 
changes, stands at 54.8 per cent of 
the 1929-30 level compared with 44.1 
at the end of February. Mean- 
while, the index of motor output, 
adjusted for seasonal. fluctuations, 
has gone down to 30.2 from around 
60 in February. 

About the Prospect.

FRIEND, JANE FOX, APPEARS UNDISTURBED,

F YOU'VE been thinking of a 
| chorus girl as a glamorous lass 

who sleeps all day, goes to work 
just about the time ordinary folk 
are telling bedtime tales to the kid- 
dies; does her stint before the foot- 
lights, dons sequins and sables and 
then spends the hours until dawn 
being wined, dined and adored by 
some gay lad with a high-powered 
buggy and a bulging pocketbook— 
if that’s been your idea, you’ve been 
seeing too many movies or reading 
too many  from-chorus-to-castle 
yarns. 

Since a round-the-clock session 
with a couple of lively~and lovely 
ladies of the Municipal Opera en- 
semble, I am convinced that the 
life of a chorus girl is lots of work 
with little whoopee. But now, la- 
dies and gentlemen, meet Jane Fox 
and Georgiann Grant, the heroines 
of this tale of toil. 

Jane is 22, dark, dainty and di- 
minutive. Georgiann is 18, tall, 
blonde and beautiful. The girls are 
pals. They live together, work to- 
gether and play together. Each has 
had two previous seasons in the 
Municipal Opera chorus. 

Day begins for Jane and Geor- 
giann at 8:30 a. m. A relentless 
alarm clock makes the first effort 
at yanking the sleeping beauties 
into realization that another day’s 
grind has begun. Usually: a sec- 
ond effort by Mrs. Gertrude Fox, 
mother of Jane, is necessary, since 
Georgiann, who sleeps nearest the 
electric, alarm clock, has acquired 
the knack of quickly disconnecting 
the timepiece without waking her 
bed partner, Mrs. Fox advises a 
good sound shaking and yanking 
off the bed covers as the most ef- 
fective way of routing dead-tired 
chorines out of the hay. 

While Jane and Georgiann take 
turns pushing each other into a cold 
shower, Mrs, Fox prepares break- 
fast. “And,” says this good-natured 
keeper of these two gay young 
girls, “I'd just as well be cooking 
for a bunch of W P A wheelbar- 
row-pushers.” 

The remark was well illus- 
trated the morning your cor- 
respondent sat down *to breakfast 
with Jane and Georgiann. In the 
order given, thege youngsters pol- 
ished off—apiece—a dish of fruit, 
a bowl of cereal, two eggs with 
generous slabs of bacon, a heaping 
platter of toast and two glasses of 
milk. , 

And Georgiann wailed, “What, 
no waffles?”

energy to be starved again at 1 p. 
m, after such a harvest-haind break- 
fast as previously described, 

But at 1p. m. when the chorus 
was dismissed for an hour, they 
piled into a roadster, placed at 
their disposal temporarily by 
Georgiann’s mother, Mrs. Charles 
Barlow, .who is now in. Chicago, 
and headed for the nearest drive- 


in lunchery. Jane consumed two: 


hamburgers, French fried potatoes 
and topped the whole works off 
with a chocolate soda. Georgiann 
ate a steak, a big order of cottage 
fries, and ended up with a choco- 
late milk shake in which floated a 
generous scoop of ice cream, 

At 2 o'clock, reh were re- 
sumed and lasted until 5, three 
grilling hours of perfecting routines 
for next week’s show, in this case 
“Of Thee I Sing.” At 5 o'clock 
Jane and Georgiann dashed back to 
their apartment at 1650 Spring ave- 
nue for dinner, which Mama Fox 
said was usually “heavy on the 
meat and still heavier on the des- 
serts,” and changed from the prac- 
tice shorts and brag they had worn 


during the day, to street clothes, ‘ 


which they would wear. on dates 
after the evening show. 
At 7:30 these leg-weary ladies 


were in the big dressing room back- 
stage with their 22 sister members 
of the chorus, smearing on make- 
up and getting into costume.

“Once you get your back, up

At 11:15 the show is over, but not 
the evening for Jane and Georgi- 
ann.

“We're not smart enough to go 
home and go to bed,” Jane  ex- 
plained in regard to the date situa- 
tion. “Of course lots of nights we 
have dates and wish we didn't be- 
cause we're so dead tired. But just 
let a night turn up when we haven't 
anything to do after the show and 
we're bound to feel wonderful and 
want to kick ourselves because 
there’s nothing to do but go home 
to bed.”

Money.

F I had been one of the winners 

in the Irish I would 

have had no trouble at all in tell- 
ing the newsreel camera men what 
I was going to do with the money. 
The big item of expenditure would 
be for a garden workroom, and as 
I didn’t win the money, anyway, 
I might as well plan the kind of 
workroom I would really Iike to 
have. 

First of all, my dream garden 
workroom, though not an elaborate 
affair, would have to fit in archi- 
tecturally with my house. I would 
like a little clapboard model with a 
very steep pitched, wood shingled 
roof. It would be as near the gar- 
den area as possible and far enough 
away from the house so that I 
couldn’t be called to the telephone 
every five minutes. And as long as 
I am just dreaming, it would have a 
little greenhouse area set out from 
one side, 

Inside it would be a master of 
efficiency with a place for every- 
thing and everything in its place. 
And a key to the door so _ that 
things would remain in their places 
instead of being spread broadcast 
by the dear little ones., But, in 
spite of its efficiency, it would have 
to make a few concessions to beauty 
so that on rainy days, when outdoor 
work was unfeasible, I would have 
a pleasant place in which to read 
seed catalogues and dream about 
how my garden would some day 
look. 

A FIREPLACE, if possible, so 
that in the fall when the garden is 
being put to bed, I could come in 
occasionally to warm frozen feet 
and fingers.

Little Symphony's Opening Concert 


HE Little Symphony's fourth 
season of summer concerts will 
open at 8:30 o’clock Friday eve- 
ning, in the Washington University 
Quadrangle.

This year they 
definitely won’t go to Spain, but 
they refuse to remain longer than 
the eight weeks in this French 
farce that mixes up an amorous 
and discontented Jupiter, a wife's 
unintentional infidelity and much of 
the kind of flippant wit that Brit. 
ish audiences rarely relish, 

It is, of course, Miss Fontanne’s 
show much more than was the case 
when they appeared together o, 
Broadway in “Idiot’s Delight.” That 
show, incidentally, is now a hit 
next door to “Amphitryon 38” with 
Raymond Massey and Tamara Ge 
va starring. 

The play proved to be puzzliz 
to some of the critics. 

The Evening Standard comment. ° 
ed: “If M. Giraudoux’s play had | 
not the names of Jupiter and Al. 
kemena to sustain it, it would 
crumple up as ignominiously as any 
other French bedroom farce.” __ 

The Daily Telegraph and Morn. 
ing Post wondered somewhat 
peevishly “if this mixing of Greek 
and Latin names is really neces 
sary.” It suspected “there is really 
less in it (the play) than meets the 
eye.” 

Miss Fontanne was born in Lon 
don, as the critics have been very 
careful to point out. And they ap 
prove of “Mr. Alfred Lunt” (all 
actors are “Mr.” to English news 
papers) even if one critic did com- 
plain that Lunt pronounced gods 
“gahds.” 

“Mr.” Lunt is a Genessee Depot 
(Wis.) boy. However, when the 
Lunts appeared here in “Caprice" 
in 1929 it was the British born Miss 
Fontanne’s “American accent” that 
annoyed two of the critics.

HISTORIC BACKGROUND AND 
SPAS CHIEF ATTRACTION 


Of all the sections of Germany 


the western portion and the Rhine 


country are richest in historic and 
romantic significance. Few spots 
along the river with its vine-clad 
slopes and turreted castles have not 
figured in song and story. The 
between Lake 
Constance and Frankfort is dotted 
with “spas” where cures of all kinds 
are available. 

In “old Germany” at. is is often 
called, lie the oldest towns with 
their many spired cathedrals, their 
art treasures, and their historic 
monuments. The times of the an- 
cient Teutons and the sun cult are 
recalled by the Exersteine in Teu- 
toberg Forest. There are Roman 
monuments in the Taunus and 
Trier; palaces and cathedrals of the 
middle ages. The prosperity of the 
Hanseatic league left many splen- 
did town halls and patrician houses. 

The wine section of the Rhine is 
one of the most interesting to trav- 
elers. One may climb the_ steep 
vine-clad heights until nothing re- 
mains of the little town below, but 
its gleaming slate roofs. The river 
is lost to sight and beyond stretches 
the undulating plateau dominated 
by church towers and wooded 
heights. One may stop at any of a 
number of inns along the bank and 
dine on Rhine salmon, delicate 
trout, eel or pike, all freshly caught. 
With such a meal one usually sips 
a Schloss Johannisberger, a Ruedes- 
heimer, a Markobrunnen or a red 
Assmanshaeuser. 

The lower Rhine is given over to 
the Siegfried legends. The inci- 
dents in the “Nibelungenlied” are 
said to have occurred here. Sieg- 
fried’s birthplace is set at Xanten. 
The towns are no longer large and 
flourishing, but they are replete 
with historical treasures, The Min- 
ster Church of St. Martin at Em- 
merich is a Romanesque building 
dating back to the eleventh cen- 
tury. Among its treasures is an 
eighth century— reliquary. 

“Spa” Country, 

In the “spa” country which lies 
to the northwest of the Bodensee, 
Baden-Baden is perhaps the oldest 
known. Its antiquity is confirmed 
by ruins which show that Emperor 
Hadrian built a bath here to take 
advantage of the curative powers 
of the springs. About 20 springs 
gush forth from the slopes of the 
Schlossberg, They are saline ther- 
mal springs and all are radio-active, 
The largest of these hot springs 
rises from a depth of 6000 feet and 
yields 1,000,000 quarts of water rich 
in lithium and arsenic. 

The slopes of the Black Forest 
with ‘its sombre pines which give 
the region its name, rise at its back. 
Here the colorful native costumes,

WASHINGTON, Indiana. 
RUISES have disap- 
peared from the back 
and hips of Mary Etta 
Ginder, effervescent se- 
nior at Alfordsville High 
School, and the school 
principal, Grant Scales, 
stands acquitted of as- 
sault and battery for in- 
flicting them, but con- 
troversy rages on in Daviess County, In- 
diana, over the right of a teacher to paddle 
his pupil, and how much force the law al- 
lows him to put in -his blows. A grand 
jury with three woman members indicted 
the principal after a brief investigation. An 
gil-man jury freed him in 30 minutes after 
trial here last week. 

Each man of the 12 who sat in the jury 
box during the long proceeding in Circuit 
Court agreed that the 215-pound educator 
violated no Indiana statute when he sum- 
moned the mischievous 17-year-old school 
girl to the assembly room and applied a 
paddie where experts have held it does the 
most good. Mary Etta and her witnesses 
testified that she was struck 14 or 15 times 
until the paddle broke. She was escorted 
home by sympathetic classmates where a 
physician treated her for body bruises and 
hysteria. 

That evening neighbors, some from re- 
mote parts of the county, streamed in and 
out of the house of County Commissioner 
George Ginder. Hectic accounts of the 
treatment his daughter had received at the 
hands of Principal Scales had reached al- 
most every kitchen in the county, carried 
there as rapidly and colorfully as possible 
by the inspired tongues of other students of 
Alfordsville High, They came to see the 
bruised back of Mary Etta and they came 
to find out what elfish misconduct had led 
fo such violent consequences. What was 
going on at the high school? Now what 
had naughty Mary Etta done? 

When Scales and his supporters heard 
that explanations were in order, they did 
not hesitate to discuss the matter publicly. 
The fortifications of the Gefense were 
erected on the solid foundation of a state- 
ment quickly forthcoming from D. H. Carter, 
County Superintendent of Schools, who de- 
Clated that after a State High School fac- 
ulty inspection, Principal Scales was graded 
No. 1, which meant he was excellent in his 
position at Alfordsville. Superintendent 


Carter managed tactfully not to be involved 
in the argument on the propriety of cor- 
poral punishment in public school, but 
backed up his subordinate at the trial by 
reading the report lauding Scales. 

Coolly, Scales himself asserted that his 
pretty pupil’s punishment was neither cruel 
nor inhuman, but instead was for her own 
good and the good of the school. With 
previous pranks, she had created disturb- 
ances that threatened to disrupt discipline in 
the entire school, attended by less than 100 
children, he said. On her day of retri- 
bution, she and her chum, Bernadetta Frye, 
had taken advantage of a teacher's absence 
from the typing room, and had danced to- 
gether and had otherwise made merry to 
the amusement of classmates. Scales 
slipped in the room, observing but unob- 
served. Up to the assembly room went the 
offenders, with the principal behind them. 


CCOUNTS differ as to what hap- 
pened in the next few minutes, All. 
including Scales, agree that after an 

admonitory chat, he reached for a paddle. 
All, including Scales; admit that he used it. 
and that in the course of action, it broke 
He recalls that he swung four or five 
times before the weapon splintered. Mary 
Etta and others insist the count was higher. 
They, said that some of the blows drew 
blood, but no corroboration of this was of- 
fered at the trial. Scales denied that he 
had continued to strike the girl with the 
broken paddle. 

Both sides presented medical testimony 


for consideration by the jury. Dr. J}. W. 


Strange for the State, said he visited the 
girl at home the day after the incident. He 
found four definite bruises across her back. 
For them he prescribed liniment: for her ex- 
cited condition a sedative. Mrs. Ginder said 
her daughter suffered chills the night be- 
fore and was unable to sit up the following 


day. Neighbors supported the testimony. 

Three physicians were.summoned by the 
defendant to make scientific explanation of 
Mary Etta’s bruises. Replying to questions 
from Scales’ lawyer, they concurred in the 
opinion that fair-skinned young ladies bruise 
more readily than those with higher pig- 
mentation. It was for this reason, the de- 
fense lawyer concluded in his address to 


the jury, that Mary Etta bore marks for sev-. 


eral days, rather than because the ‘blows 
were excessively harsh. Woman members 
of a grand jury who saw the bruises be- 
fore voting the indictment, testified as to the 


marks, but admitted that no cuts were 


visible. 
Principal Scales recounted some of his 
disciplinary problems. Disorder in the high 


school rooms had threatened to spread to 


lower grades in the building. Several times 
in the course of the school year, he had 
pleaded with the older children to set good 
example by their conduct. He thought the 


tating of the high school as a commissioned 
school was threatened by failure of the 
faculty to maintain good conduct among the 
Students. Weeks earlier, he had discussed 
the matter with Roland Kelso, red-headed, 
youthful-appearing township trustee. Scales 
said he suggested sending some of the mis- 
behaving children home for parental pun- 
ishment. . , 

"Take charge of the situation,” he quoted 
Kelso as replying. “Get a big elm club 
Gnd go after them.” Kelso repeated the 
conversation when he gave testimony in 
Scales’ behalf. 

The jurymen, by their verdict, apparently 
lined up with Kelso, In final instructions,

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PARIS. 
HE years have cooled 
but not quenched the 
fires in the stout and in- 
dignant heart of Mon- 
sieur Bernstein of Paris, 
France. In youth and 
early maturity, when 
someone worthy of his 
wrath scratched M. Bern- 
, stein's sensitive skin, 
the offender, in less time than it takes to 
twirl a mustache, found himself called out 
to pay for his insult on the field of honor. 
Man and boy, M. Bernstein, like the Cyrano 
de Bergerac of another great playwright, 
was always ready and eager with pistols 
or swords. Now, nearing his Biblical allot- 
ment of three-score-and-ten, he prefers 
swords. 

Henri Bernstein is among the foremost of 
French dramatists. During his tempestuous 
career, at least eight adversaries faced him 
in duels, before he pinked the right arm of 
Edouard Bourdet, famous Paris playright 
and producer, in a recent sword fight among 
the roses of a private garden at suburban 
Neuilly, The combat grew out of a bitter 
exchange of choice insults between the 
writers. 

To the less temperamental individual, it 
would appear that the feud was born of a 
more or less trivial set of circumstances. 
About March 9, M. Bernstein attended a re- 
hearsal at Theatre de l’'Opera Comique of 
his play, ‘“Judith,”” scheduled to open March 
15. Aghast at what he saw, he informed M. 
Bourdet, managing director of Theatre Fran- 
cais, that he was withdrawing the play be- 
cause the remaining time was inadequate 
fo prepare properly for opening night. He 
charged that Bourdet had fallen down on 
the job. Bourdet too readily consented to 
the withdrawal, placing the blame for the 
vacant date on Bernstein’s bulky shoulders. 
The producer then submitted a bill to the 
dramatist for all costs of the early prepara- 
tion. 

Play-going Parisians fluttered with antici- 
pation when shortly thereafter, daily news- 
papers published an open letter from M. 
Bernstein to M. Bourdet. In more elegant 
language, Bernstein pointed out that the cut 
was unkinder because Bourdet came to his 
defense in another controversy in 1911, and 
he had since looked on Edouard as a pal. 
Imagine his embarrassment when he re- 
ceived a note from the producer: “Full of 
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the Old Duelist Took Up the Sword Again 


rude things,” The offended playwright con- 
cluded by formally withdrawing two other 
plays from the Bourdet schedule. 

A few editions later, Bourdet made an- 
swer in newsprint. Bernstein, he asserted, 
had made unwarranted demands, acted on 
a fancied injustice “without scruples, with- 
out honor and without loyalty.” As an aft- 
erthought he suggested that if Bernstein 
wanted to make something of it, he would 
be back in Paris at his old address on May 
18. It was a double-dare that the old duel- 
ist was only too happy to accept. The sun 
had hardly brightened Bourdet’s bedroom 
on the 18th when M. Charles Mere, presi- 
dent of the Authors’ Society, and French 
Fencing Champion Rene Prejelan, in the pre- 
scribed manner of the dueling code, pre-

sented the challenge to the yawning produc- 
er. He accepted and went back to sleep. 

In the face of history, his composure was 
remarkable. True, M. Bernstein. was . 67 
years old and his sword arm should have 
lost some of its deadly vigor. Also true 
was the encouraging reflection that the fiery 
challenger had, to public knowledge, not ap- 
peared on the dueling ground for 27 
years. But it was also public knowledge 


that Bernstein still one of the finest ama- 
teur swordsmen in France, had vanquished 
at least eight men who dared accept his 
invitation, and there were whispered conver- 
sations of other meetings with bloody conse- 
quences that took place after the flower of 
knighthood had withered in France and 
dueling was outlawed. 


His big year was 1911. That year he 


. fought three men, and accounted for two of 


So was Bourdet. 
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them. The third, Gustave Terry, a news- 
paper writer, escaped injury after an ex- 
change of pistol shots. Maurice Pujo, lead- 
er of an anti-Semitic movement, was cut 
with Bernstein's sword; Leon Daudet, edi- 
tor of a Royalist Newspaper, was run 
through the left wrist. The duels, and they 
were his last until May 20, 1938, were 
fought because Bernstein resented protesis 
of Daudet’s monarchist group against pro- 
duction of his play. “After Me.’ which 
took a dig at high finance. At first Daudet 
declined to fight on the ground that Bern- 
stein was not a gentleman of honor because 
of desertion from the army, but later the 
point was withdrawn and the pair met. 
Twice they aimed pistols and twice they 
missed. Then they seized rapiers, and so 


violent became the encounter that weapons 
were exchanged three times before Bern- 
stein’s honor was satisfied. 

Bernstein's thirst for vengeance appeared 
assuaged for all time. By his meticulous 
dress, he became known as the dandy of 
Paris. By his daring plays, among them. 
“The Thief,” and “Melo,” he attained first 
rank as a dramatist. Six feet, three inches 
tall, almost burly, he had quickly disposed 
of a sizable inherited fortune, then had 
bludgeoned his way to the top, a figurative 
chip constantly balanced on: his shoulder. 
Bourdet, known chiefly in the United States 
for his celebrated play “The Captive,” was 
the first to knock it off for 27 years. 

Set for conventional dawn at an unan- 
nounced spot, the prospect of the duel 
roused many a Frenchman from his bed 
at an early hour. In practice; the law acts 
only if there is a fatality, but with typical 
native deference, the plans remained a ‘se- 
cret.” Despite the secrecy newspapers all 
over the world and carried details of the 
quarrel and challerige: a crowd of several 
hundred gathered outside the Bernstein resi- 
dence before dawn. Amorig them were pho- 
togrcphers, local reporters and foreign cor- 
respondents. M. Bernstein did not appear. 


HE sun climbed. Men avoided a 
meeting of eyes, fearing that the 
thought in all minds might be read. 
Could M. Bernstein have gotten cold “Non! 
Pas possible!” At noon, dressed as if he 
had just stepped from a band box, the 
playwright emerged, dashed to an automo- 
bile, and followed by nearly 150 automo- 
biles loaded with would-be spectators, was 
cff. He had overslept. Bourdet, by odd 
coincidence, also had overslept so they ar- 
rived at Neuilly garden almost simultane- 
ously. 

M. Bourdet and his seconds, Pierre Benoit, 
member of the Academie Francais, and Paul 
Morand, author, announced ready. The 
duelists were handed epees, dull-edged, 
sharp-pointed weapons, cnd began the first 
two-minute round. The 51-year-old Bourdet, 
angrily pressed in on his older opponent. 
attempting to conquer quickly. Bernstein 
skillfully parried, calmly stood his ground 
apparently seeking an opening through 
which he could thrust at breast or abdomen, 
In the second round, the dramatist warmed 
to the attack; in the third he pierced the 
biceps of Bourdet’s right arm. After a con- 
sultation, the judges declared the producer 
defenseless, and the decision Bernstein's. 

Both men expressed dissatisfaction with 
the outcome and departed unreconciled. “‘It 
was a theatrical duel,” said Bernstein. 


And they left the field without speaking to each other. %
